In that state, may 
be started. The hunters of Illinois 
have paid a surplus of over $50.000 
In licenses to tho state during tho 
past few years and It Is the pmn of 
Mr. Lovejoy to have the state estab- 
lish a same reservation wltli 
the 


money. If It Is done, it IH likely that 
It will be located In WlnnohaRo coun- 
ty and near the AVlsconsln lino where 
timber land can be secured. 


.According to the statement of Mr. 


Lovejoy, the state has secured about 
$100,000 during tho past year from 
hunters throughout the state, while 
tho expense did not aggregate half 
of that amount, so that $59,749.39 Is 
left for a surpliiH toward purchas- 
ing a large tract of farm and limber 
land for thu raising of quail, pheas- 
ant. partridges and other game birds 
and small game. 


While at Sprlngllold during 
tho 


governorship deadlock the game com- 
missioner had consultations with nu- 
merous legislators In regard to bin 
plan and has secured hearty approv- 
al from a number of tlic leaders. As 
the sportsmen have paid money Into 
the fund, these senators and repre- 
sentatives say they think the state 
should help the game propagation In 
the state. 


.According to Commissioner L/ovc- 


joy's plan, the Htato will start HB pre- 
serve and as the •number of game 
birds and small game increases with- 
in Its boundaries, farmers could come 
and secure these for the stocking of 
their farms with a view of giving 
sport for tho farm and aiding* In the 
killing of bugs which are destructive 
to the crops.
